Hurt and shamed by the knowledge that 
his father had been disappointed in his prom- 
isé to reform, almost penniless, and unwill- 
ing to confess his failure to his family and 
friends, W. George Dunlap, aged 24, the way- 
ward son of a family in Lexington, Ky., end- 
ed it all yesterday afternoon in hig little 
fourth floor room in # boarding house at 229 
East Huron street. " 

A note addressed to George, quoted above, 
hastily scrawled on the face of a picture pos» 
tal card, and supposedly addressed to his 
father, was the only clew to the tragedy 
which could be found when the owner of the 
house burst into the room and found the boy's 
body lying across the bed. 

Two. other tragic deaths were recorded in 
the evening—one at the Morrison hotel, the 
other at the Stratford The firet undoubted- 
ly was a case of suicide, A. R. Basford, a 
theatrical man, shooting himeeif in the right 
temple. 


The other fatality, however, was regarded . 


as accidental, J. R. Timlin, a mining promo- 
ter from San Franciseo, being killed while 


in his room at the Stratford, as the: resule 


of the discharge of his revolver. 


. Makes Certain of Death. 

Young Duniap, in taking his life, avoided all 
chances of failure. The gas jet in the room 
was turned on full, and clothing stuffed into 
¢ eyhole and cracks at the edges of the 
d6@r and transom to prevent the escape of 
gas warning other roomers before death 
came. His throat and face were burned with 
carbolic acid, an empty bottle lying on the 
floor of the room. 

The boy came to Chicago last July, a letter 
of good will from his father, dated July 26, 
indicating that he had started here shortly 
before that date. Previous to that time he 
+had been unmanageable, but his promises of 
reform were believed by his relatives. 

He started in work with the Erie railroad 
as a freight clerk, but lost his place, and 
later accepted a position with the Steuben 
County Wihe company. Losing this place 
soon afterward, he entered several cigar 
stands, but lost all of these positions in quick 
succession. Little of this reached the boy’s 
family, however, for he evidently tried to 
make them believe he was progressing tap- 
idly. 

On Nov. 28 he secured a placé in Dick 
Wells’ saloon at 168 Wabash avenue. When 
he lost this position ten days ago he was 
completely discouraged, and did not attempt 
to conceal this from his friends at the house. 
Since then he had attempted unsuccessfully 
to secure another position, his living ex- 
penses eating up what little money he had 
saved up. Just 38 cents was found & hig 
clothing yesterday. 


Boarders Break In Door. 

None of the other boarders noticed any- 
thing unusual about his actions during the 
day. At noon he disappeared. At 4 o'clock 
James C. Stewart and another roomer notic- 
ing the odor of gas became suspicious and 
broke in the door. 

The police at the Chicago evenue ‘station 
were notified and Detectives Hiott and Shan- 
non were detailed on the case. Aftera hasty 
examination, showing Dunlap had been dead 
severa! hours, the body was taken to Gavin's 
undertaking rooms at 642 North Clark street. 

Later in the evening Joseph Wolf, 661 Dem- 
ing place, president of the Pepper Distilling 
company, with offices in the Rector build- 
ing, ordered the body removed to Klaner's 
undertaking rooms at 1253 North Clark 
street. where the inquest will be held (his 
morning. The boy's father is @ director in 
the distilling concern. 

Among the letters strewn about the floor 
of the room were several in feminine hand- 
writing. A girl signing the name “ Mae” 
wrote several letters from Lexington, Ky., 
St. Louis, Mo., St. Paul, Minm, and Bt, maze 6 
academy, Notre Daine. 

Numerous letters from women were found 
in the boy’s room. “Most of them were of a 
frivolous nature, indicating he had experi- 
enced many affairs of the heart. The letters 
from the girl “ Mae," however, are of e dit-

WENT IN CHORUS OF SHOW, 


Booked in Chicago; Wants to Stay and 


Marry Bellboy. 


Catherine Margaret Haight, who disap- 
peared from her brother’s home, 319 West 
North avenue, on Nov. 30, and for whom the 
police have conducted an almost country 
wide search for weeks, was found yesterday 
afterngon in a resort in Flint, Mich. 

The 15 year old girl was located through 
Robert Simons, manager of the Zinn Comedy 
company, which is playing in the Michigan 
He saw a photograph of her and rec- 
ognized it as the picture of a chorus girl who 
had been with the company for severa) 
weeks, but was discharged a week ago. He 
notified theeFlint police and they located her 
in the resort. ‘ 

The girl was taken to the county jail in 
Flint and the police notified W. D. Haight, 
her father. Mr. Haight left Chicago for 
Flint at 10:30 o'clock last evening. He said 
he expected to bring his daughter home. 

The piace the girl was found in is said to 
be a low dive, and a woman, named Lake, 
who runs it wes arrested and the place closed 
by the police. 

Wants to Marry, Not Return. 

Miss Haight said she did not want to return 
home, as she intended to be married shortly 
to Wilbur Dunbar, a bellboy employed ina 
Fiint hotel and go on the-vaudeville stage. 

“I would rather go to jail or the house of 
correction than to go back home,” she said. 
“Tl was tied down all the time and not al- 
lowed to do anything I wanted to do.’’ 

The police of Flint and Chicago began an 
investigation to learn what theatrical agency 
booked the young girl for chorus work. She 


herself said another girl older than she got | 


the place for her by going to a booking agent 
and getting work for the two. A. M. Zinn, 
the president of the Zinn company, formerly 
lived at the State hotel in Chicago. He and 
Simons are in Flint. 

According to Simonse the girl went to Flint 
in company with several other girls to take 
chorus parts the first week in December. 

“ The Haight girl's real name was unknown 
to me,”’ he said. “ She was called ‘ Bluebell ’ 
by the other members of the company, and 
that is the only name I knew her by. “I don’t 
know how she came to be booked. She sald 
she had been with opera companies. I had to 
let her go a week ago because she could not 
sing and dance well enough for the chorus,

The mother of the Haight girl, when seen 
last night, said she feared the news that her 
daughter had been found was too good tq 
be true. 

‘““We have received so many reports that 
she had been located that I can’t really be- 
lieve she has been found until 1 see her,” 
the. woman said, weeping. “Of course I 
have hopes that thie time the report is cor- 
rect and that I will soon see my daughter 
again.”

She was missed from a group of chil- 
dren by Miss Adele Aber, superintendent of 
the home. who searched and found her. 

The accident was similar to that which 
caused an investigation of the [linols Asy- 
lum for Feeble Minded Children at Linceia. 
Frank Giroux,’ a eon of Ben M. Gifoux, 1325 
Perry street, was burned badly on Dec: 23, 
1907, by an uncovered radiator at the asy- 
lum. A special committee from the house of 
representatives of the state appointed to in- 
vestigate the affair was instrumental in 
bringing to light the conditione at the insti- 
tution. Following the investigation the radi- 
ators were covered. 


Held Pending Court Hearing. 

The Finn girl, according to Miss Aber, was 
received at the detention home two weeks ago 
from the Presbyterian hospital. She had 
been sent to the hospital for an operation 
from the Home for Girls at Geneva.

Nicaragua Present Problem. 

It will be seen that this program in the end 
@must involve the other nations of Central 
Anferica. For the present, however, it is the 
Purpose of the administration to address 
itself to the reorganization of the-govern- 
ment of Nicaragua. There is no intention of 
recognizing Dr. Madriz as president. jf, 
when the election shall occur, he proves to 
be the choice of the Nicaraguan people, then 
the United States will treat with him as the 
Bead of the nation. , 

Sut it ig not proposed to accept the choice 
of Zelaya alone. To doso would beto!impose 
upon the people the same kind of rule they 
have suffered under since they were freed 
from Spain.. Nor is it intended’to name the 
revolutionary leader, Gen. Estrada, for the 
highest office in his country. The same rea- 
@ons operate against him as against Madriz. 

Nobody realizes more than does the admin- 
istration the difficulty of getting a fair elec- 
tion. Naturally President Taft and Secre- 
tary Knox would like Nicaraguans to control 
the voting; but it is evident that this would 
give rise to abuse.and the candidate selected 
would be more representative of force than 
tree expression of the populace.

Leopold lay in state in the royal palace today 
while thousands, who had patiently waited 
their turn to be admitted, filed silently before 
the catafalque and paid homage to their late 
sovereign, — 
In the presence of Prince Albert and the 
officers and dignitaries of the’ court and gov- 
ernment the coffin had been borne to the mor- 
tuary chanther, while priests chanted the 
Miserere and a. procession of nuns, with 
bended heads, told the rosary for the dead. 
Passing through the garden and courtway 
up the broad marble staircase, embanked 
with magnificent floral pieces, and across the 
vast reception hall, ‘those who had come to 
the palace found themselves in a room of 
state, the draperies of which were black, with 
silver fringe. It was lit up with the glareof 
electric globes and the softer glow of hun- 
dreds of candles. 


Casket Draped in Colors. 

The mahogany casket in which the king 
lay was half draped with the colors of the 
old Grenadier regiment and surmounted by 
his daughters’ floral wreaths. It was 
guarded by three officers in uniforms glitter- 
ing with gold and swords brought up to the 
royal salute. 

Against the walls and between the tall 
palms other officers held the standards of 
the kingdom. In front of the coffin were 
kneeling nuns and priests. For three hours 
the stream “of people passed through the 
palace, witnesses of the impressive scene. 
The Belgian Episcopate today Issued a

New King to Welcome Louise. 


King Albert, hearing of the expected ar- 
rival tomorrow of Princess Louise, one of 
King Leopold’s daughters. has sent the royal 
saloon carriage to the German frontier to 
meet her. General Donny, one of Leopold's 
aides, and Baroness Firlant, formerly lady 
in waiting to Queen Marie Henriette, will be 
attached to her sujte. She will be lodged at 
one of the royal villas at Laeken. King Al- 
bert’s treatment of Princess Louise, who 
holds public sympathy strong, will increase 
his popularity. 

Baroness Vaughan, the morganatic wife of 
King Leopold, continues to be the principal 
topic of conversation. It is understood the 
authorities will not object to her remaining 
here until after the funeral, but her present 
intention is said to be to leave for the chateau 
l'Ormy Monday night. She worked until late 
last night preparing the cushion that will be 
placed under the late king’s ‘head, on which 
she embroidered the words ‘‘ Rest in Peace.”’ 
Baron Goffinet, Leapold's private secretary, 
protested against the use of the cushion, 
whereupon Baroness Vaughan passionately 
replied: “‘I am his wife before God!’’ The 
cushion was placed in the coffin. 


Baroness Vaughan Exhausted. 
Baroness Vaughan followed the cortege in 
a closed automobile from’ Laeken to the 
boundary of the capital. She then returned 
to her villa in a state of exhaustion. Sheap- 
parently was deeply and sincerely attached 
to the late king. The palace officials admit 
that her grief is touching and pathetic. 


Rome Confirms Marriage Report. 
The Soir publishes a dispatch from Rome 
stating that it is confirmed at the vatican 
that King Leopold and Baroness Vaughan 
were married both by a civil and a religious 
ceremony at San Remo, and that the cox 
pardoned his daughters, otherwise he could 
not have been absolved.

The French situation is viewed with more 
alarm by the Laurier government than any 
of its members have been willing. to admit. 


|The plan of the minister of finance and the 


minister of customs to go to the West Indies 
in February to negotiate a preferential tariff 
arrangement is likely to hinge on the sat- 
isfactory adjustment of the French and 
United States situations. 

The Canadian cabinet faces one of the hard- 
est fights of its recent history if the French 
tariff turns out to have been raised material- 
ly. .on .agricukural :implements. 

This French treaty has been the rallying 
point for the government forces whenever 
the injustices of the new American tariff 
have been held up to them by the opposition. 


‘French Treaty Is Amended. © 
The French treaty was designed to give 
new markets to Canada for two important 
products—cattle and agricultural machinery. 
The French fought so hard against having 
their cattle market Invaded that the treaty 


it is claimed that Canada at that point lost 
its firet ground. 

If the French assembly increases its mini- 
mum rates on agricultural machinery the 
Canadian treaty will be hit once more in its 
most vital point and the Laurier government 
will have a great deal of explaining to do. 
An inquiry is already under way on the part 
of the Canadian finance division to ascer- 
tain the exact situation in France. 

The negotiations to be undertaken with 
Italy, Germany, and Belgium looking to 
trade agreements will, to an. extent, wait 
upon the action of France and the United 
States as to the tariffs that are to be ap- 
plied against the dominion. 

The Canadians are satisfied that the Unit- 
ed States will give them the minimum rates, 
but they are not so certain that France in- 
tends to preserve the spirit of the new treaty 
on the farm machinery schedules. The feel- 
ing already existing against many of the 
American rates, notably wood pulp, paper.,, 
wheat, barley, lumber, and the like, is there- 
fore, intensified by the prospect of losing a 

at part of the advantage promised by the 
rench treaty. 


Canada Wants Markets Open. 

Canada is determined to open up the mar- 
kets of the United States, France, Germany, 
and other countries if possible, so that trade 
relations will be more equitable. The fact 
thatthe balance of trade with the United 
States was $114,000,000 against ft in 1908, and 
that the balance thie year with Germany is 
$45,000,000 against Canada, the balance with 
France $5,000,000 against Canada, and the 
balance with the West Indies $3,500,000 
against the dominion have made it imperative 
that better relations be established. 

It is a matter of general satisfaction that 
peace is to be had with the United States, for 
Canada does not want to break up the $300,- 
000,000 trade between the two countries any 
more than America does. The ~ feeling 
against the United States tariff is keen, how- 
ever,

Double Suicide, Double Murder, or 
Murder and Suicide.

Frances and Isabel. Ritchie, aged spinster 
sisters, were found dead today in the house 
where for twenty years they-had lived quietly 
and alone. 

Various *theorie@ are advanced as to the 
method of their death, conflicting evidence 
pointing to either the murder of both, the. 
murder of one by the other and the latter's 
subsequent suicide, or double suicide. 

The source of income of the pair was as 
mysterious as their secluded life, but they 
paid their bills regularly. Frances was 56 
years old; her sister a few years younger. 


Note Indicates Suicide Compact. 

Francee wae found lying on the floor, while 
the body of the sisters dangled from a piece 
of clothesline made fast above a door leading 
from the dining room to the kitchen. The 
first indications were thdt Frances had died 
ffom natural causes and that Isabel had 
hanged herself in a paroxysm of grief. This 
theory was dispelled when a small box was. 
found in the dining room, on the cover of 
which had-been written these words: 

** Frances hung herself at 24% Sat. Me, too.” 

This led to the béMef that the two old women 
had carried out a suicidal compact, Frances 
hanging herself first and the body being cut 
down by the sister. But further investigation 
brought to light more details. ,Underneath 
her clothing and sticking in the chest ‘eg 
Frances, was a hatpin, buried to the head. 
The pin had been driven close to the heart. 
Similar wounds were found ofthe other 
body, which indicates that the sisters may 
have fought. 


Possibility Both Were Slain. 

Whether Frances hanged her sister, then 
killed herself with the hatpin, or whether 
the sister found hanging stabbed the other 
and then ended her life, perhaps never will 
be known. The hands of the body on the 
hoor were croseed and the head rested on a 
sofa cushios. 

There is a possibility that both were mur- 
dered, but the house shows no trace of hav- 
ing been entered by strangers. ‘ihe women 
had lived alone, with a large dog as their 
sole companion. Hecently the dog died and 
since that’ time the women had been de- 
spondent. 

The owner of the house they occupied nhav- 
ing been unabie to gain admittance since 
last Tuesday notitied a policeman, who 
forced an entrance today. Ine women were 
last seen alive on Saturday. 


Rebuked Wife Ends Life. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 19.—After a furious 
quarrel with her husband, who had rebuked 
her for receiving a man friend in her apart- 
ment. Mrs. David Weisenburg. wife of the 
manager of the cigar department of a whole- 
sale ‘drug company, committed suicide by 
swallowing carbolic acid this evening.

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CITY BUYS SAND IN SPONGES? 


Merriam Commission Hears of $3 
Per Pound Purchases. 


SHALE REPORT IS READY\ 


Engineer Welton About to Submit 
Findings, It Is Said, 


Following a tip received yesterday, inves- 
tigators for the Merriam commission are 
going to look into the city’s purchases of 
sponges by Business Agent William A. Cole- 
mean. It was reported to the commission 
that Mr. Coleman had been buying quantities 
of sponges *‘soaked’”’ in sand to make them 
weigh more. 

Mr. Coleman has been paying trom $2.75 
to $3 a pound for “A 1” sponges. What 
he has been getting, it is said, consisted of 
ten pounds of choice white sand with each 
pound of sponge. At this rate, for every 
pound of sponge the city has been paying tor 
nine pounas of sand—at about $3 a pound. 

Sand of the best grade (sponge color), it 
ig estimated, is worth iess than 1 cemt per 
pound. Thus it may be readily caicuiated 
that the selling of sponges to thé city is not 
to be sneezed at. if the report is weil found- 
ed, somebody's grait in the sponge aeai 
would be about 900 per cent.

SHOT, LIVES T0 GB? REVENGE 


Joseph Russo Followed from 
Italy, Wounded. 


SAYS IT’S HIS TURN NEXT. 


Declares He Will Pursue Assailant 
Until Death. 


“No man can fight the vendetta and live, 
but before death claims me I will get my man 
even if I have to follow him to the ends of the 
earth. He is marked from this time on.” 

That was the defiance of Joseph Russo, an 
Italian, after he had been shot and danger- 
ously wounded at Jefferson.and Ewing streets 
last evening by a Sicilian who had followed 
him from Italy in a desire to “right a 
wrong.”” Russo fled from the old country a 
year ago, but despite the fact that he sought 
labor in a section gang at Marshalltown, Ia.. 
he was a “marked man,”’ and the long arm 
of the vendetta reached out for him across 
the seas. f 


Followed and Shot in Dark. 

In the heart of the west side ItaHan colony 
last evening this Sicilian glided through the 
streets and alleys close on the heelsof Kusego, 
who was encountered at Jefferson and «wing 
streets. A shot was heard and the assailant 
was seen hurrying away with a revolver in 
his hand. Russo was shot in the right arm, 
the bublet perforating his lung, but he recog- 
nized his enemy and guve the police a good 
description of him. 

Scores of his countrymen hurried to his 
assistance, but trace of his assailant was lost, 
and it is thought that he boarded an out- 
going train for the west. 

“It’s My Turn Next,” He Says. 

* Pasquale Marcagnato followed me to 
Marshalltown,” said Russo, “ but he hur- 
ried away too soon after I was shot. It is 
my turn now. I'll get him even if I havet 
follow for years, for he is my enemy, an 
there can be only one result. I will have 
revenge and have the means to find out just 
where he hides. He can't escape me."’ 

Russo was hurried to the county hospital 
by the police of the Maxwell street station. 
At first he refused to talk, but later he ad- 
mitted to Sergeant Cullen and Detective 
Riccio that he had been followed for months 
and tried to escape death by coming to Chi- 
cago. 

Russo is 38 years old.

Bobbie Burke Invited, Too. 

' Even Bobbie Burke and the particular va- 

riety of the County Democracy which he 
controls may be:taken within the fold if 
arrangements progress satisfactorily as they 
have within the last two weeks. It is the 
plan to take over the County Democracy 
Marching club, of which Ald. John Powers is 
the president. 

Matters have progressed to the point where 
an agreement has been reached’between the 
leaders. of the various fighting factions of 
Chicago Democracy upon the basis that the 
club shall stand upon the principle that it 
shall not be used as an organ for the boosting 
of: any particular candidate for nomination 
prior to the making of the nominations. On 

other hand, it will become an active body 
for purposes of organization in the cam- 
paigns succeeding the: making of the nomina- 
tions. 

From what is learned of the tentative ar- 
rangements which have been made friends of 
all of the probable mayoralty candidates are 
agreed on such a program of action, and the 
membership committee is busy scouting for 
additions to the rolls. The bulk of the close 
friends of National Committeeman Sullivan 
already are enrolled. 

Harrison Opposes It? 

It has been the general opinion among poli- 
ticilans that friends of Carter H. Harrison 
have been largely in control of sraquols club 
affairs. 

With this in view, it was opined ducing the 
day in several quarters tnat the inner circle 
of the Harrisonites are indisposed to stand 
for the amalgamation of factions under the 
Iroquois club banner. This furnishes a pos- 
fible excuse for the organization of the new 
club, which is fathered by Maxwell Edgar, 
‘Todd Lunsford, and other outspoken Har- 
rison exponents. 

The mayoralty ‘nomination, both DVemo- 
cratic and Republican, is getting the prayer- 
ful consideration of the legislators, who ex- 
pect to frame up some sort of a primary law 
at Springfield next month. Potential can- 
didates have friends among the membership 
of the general assembly who are watching. 
every move which is made in primary law 
making. 

- Favor Primary in Theory. 

The claim is made by friends of all of the 
prospective candidates that they do not fear 
a direct primary vote upon the mayoralty, 
but when they are put up against the con- 
erete proposition of making a direct race 
for the nomination these same candidates 
waver a bit. It is the belief in many quar- 
ters that the real opposition 
of a direct plurality primary law will 
emanate from the camps of rival candidates 
for mayor of Chicago. 

The Cook eounty Republican committee 
primary bill will be in readiness to go to 
Springfield when the extra session recon- 
venes on Jan. 4. It was reported during the 
day that-Postmaster Campbell has had it with 
him in Washington for the approval or disap- 
proval of Senator Cullom and of the Repub- 
lican congressmen. This is rumor, how- 
ever. Postmaster Campbell's position is that 
he has been in Washington upon postoffice 
business.

Senate Hostile to Bacon. 

Secretary of State Knox has asked Senator 
Cullom, chairman of the foreign relations 
committee of the senate, to secure an imme- 
diate confirmation of the nominations to be 
made tomorrow. This action is desired be- 
cause of the necessity of conducting nego- 
tiations in reference to the tariff questions 
with all of the countries to receive new 
agents of the United States. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
ecretary’s wishes will be observed in dl] 
except one case, that of Mr. Bacon. The 
latter, while serving as §ssistant secretary 
and subsequently as secretary of state, 
caused a great deal of irritation in congress 
by his manner of receiving members of the 
senate and house. For several reasons they 
were willing to confirm last winter his nomi- 
nation as secretary of state, but these rea- 
sons now fail to operate, and they propose, 
if what they intimate to their friends be true, 
to hold up for a timeat least his nomination. 

Senator Root, who wag associated with Mr. 
Bacon in the state department, has been en- 
ergetically endeavoring to dissipate the op- 
position, but he seems up to this time to have 
been unsuccessful, 


Protest Favors to New York. 


The state department is concerned about 
this matter because of its desire to press at 
once the tariff negotiations with France. 
The objection against Mr. Bacon is height- 
ened by the fact that his appointment will 
give four ambassadors to New York, and the 
senators think these positions should be 
more, generally distributed around the coun- 
try. 

With respect to Mr. Calhoun a poll of the 
senate shows that his appointment to China 
is regarded as peculiarly appropriate, and 
he will be confirmed without delay. The 
same action will be taken with respect to 
the nomination of Mr. Bryan. 


It is altogether unlikely that Fred Smith | 


of Peoria will go to Chile, which was his first 
choices or Portugal, for which he later as- 
pired. It is understood the -president has 
made the selections for these two countries. 
far as Chile is concerned, it is realized that 
a minister should be named immediately in 
order to wipe out all irritation in consequence 
of the demand of this government for an im- 
mediate arbitration of the Alsop claim. 


SQUIRRELS MENACE TO LIFE. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson De- 
clares They Have Spread Bubonic 
Plague in California. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—The possible 
spread of bubonic plague through squirrels 
to such an extent as to become a real menace 
to sections where no cases so far have ap- 
peared has been called to the aftention of the 
house committee on agriculture by Secretary 
Wilson. 

The public health service has asked the 
biological bureau of the department of agri- 
culture to devise some means for destroying 
the squirrels, through which, according to 
Chief Merriam of that bureau, infection has 
spread in isolated cases over 600 square miles 
in California. 

The bureau has been asked to make a sur- 
vey of thegregion infested with the ground 
squirrels tO find the extent of plague mani- 
festations.

Followers in Committees Join 
Issue and Will Fight for 
Share of Glory. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—[Special.]— 
Fears are being entertained in some quarters 
that congress is going to be plunged into/a 
state of “ war’’ over the emancipation of 
white slaves. So far as the attitude of the 
members of the national legislature toward 
the movement to stamp out the immoral 
traffic is concerned all Is peaceful, but when 
it comes to the glory of going down in his- 
tory as the man who freed the white slaves, 
there are rumors of unpleasant rivalry. 

Representative James R. Mann of Chica- 
go is laying plans to carrf off the honor of 
initiating and putting through the legisla- 
tion that will give the federal government 
power to deal the white slave trade a death 
blow. ris OR the leadership of the re- 
form movement is Representative Adolph J, 
Sabath, also of Chicago, who has introduced 
a measure aimed to accomplish the same re- 
sult. 

There is every prospect that some law that 
will go far toward putting the panders of 
the country out of business will be enacted 
at this session of congress. Whether it is 
the Mann bill or the Sabath bill, to Chicago 
will go the credit for pressing the need of 
legislation. But whether credit will abide 
with the «Republican party, backing Con- 
gressman Mann, or wil] go to the Democratic 
party, following the lead of Congressman 
Sabath, or will be divided between them, is 
a question that is beginning to assume inter- 
esting aspects. 


Analysis of Rival Bills. 


Congressman Mann is the author of a bill 
for exterminating the transportation of wom- 
en for immoral. purposes between this and 
foreign countries and between states and 
territories. It is drawn on the lines laid 
down by United States District Attorney 
Sims of Chicago, who conceived the idea of 
reaching the evil through the authority of 
the federal government to regulate interstate 
commerce. This bili was referred to the com- 
mittee on interstate and foreign commerce, 
of which Congressman Mann is chairman, 
and it will be reported favorably tothe house 
before the holiday recess. The committee 
unanimously has recommended it without 
amendment. 

Congressman Sabath collaborated with 
Congressman Bennet of New York on a bill 
reported by the immigration committee last 
week. Mr. Sabath considers it an ideal! bill, 
as do the other members of the immigration 
committee, and they do not think 80 highly 
of the interstate commerce committee's bill, 
The membeys of the latter body return the 
compliment. 

In the war thatAs brewing party lines 
in committees have been broken down to 
some extent. So keen fs the rivalry for glory 
that Mr. bath will have the support of the 
Republicams on the immigration committee 
for his bill, while the Democrats on the com- 
merte committee will support Mr. Mann’s 
measure. 

Both Charge Sotinseobnte. 

On both sides there are charges.of un- 
warranted invasions of legislative jurisdic- 
tion. Mr. Sabath and his fellow members 
of the immigration committee put into their 
bill a provision for punishing persons found 
involved in the transportation of white slaves 
between states, legislation which is congid- 
ered in the province of the commerce c 
mittee. The latter, however, has in its bill 
provisions for punishing those who harbor 
aliens for immoral purposes, legisiation 
which is considered the special province of 
the immigration committee. 

In an effort to effect a reconciliation of the 
rival forces led by the two Chicago con- 
gressmen asubcommittée of three, including 
Mr. Sabath, was dispatched by the immigra- 
tion committee to confer with Mr. Mann and 
the commerce committee. 

The result was disappointing to those who 
fain would have the white slaves freed with- 
out the useless shedding of a single drop of 
oratory. Mr. Mann turned a deaf ear to 
peace overtures, making it plain that he in- 
tended to fight for the passage of his bill, pure 
and undefiled by the tinctures proposed by 
the immigration committee. 

So the war is on and sensitive souls are 
shuddering at the prospect of days and days 
of oratorica) carnage before it is decided 
whether Congréssman Mann or Congressman 
Sabath shall be known as the emancipator 
of the white slaves.

Race Medley to Greet Roosevelt. 

KISUMU, British East Africa, Nov. 17.— 
[Correspondence.]—Kisuma, or Port Flor- 
ence, where Col. Roogevelt and his party are 
to spend a day, is situated on the shores of 
Victoria Nyanza lake, at the end of Kavi- 
ronda gulf, It is the terminus of the railway 
and rises 3.500 feet above sea level. 

As the train nears its destination the beau- 
ties of the huge inland sea are disclosed. 
The water stretches for forty miles to the 
mouth of the Kavirondo gulf, and on all 
sides huge mountains loom up. 

An extraordinary mixture of races will be 
there to welcome the Roosevelt party: Eu- 
ropeans in smart ducks, Indians, Goanese, 
Eurasians, Swahalis, Arabs, Nandi, Lumb- 
wa, Kavirondo, Wakamba and others. The 
arrival of the train is a tri-weekly event of 
great importance. 

There are two curses in Kisumu: the sleep- 
ing sickness and intermittent outbreaks of 
bubonic plague, but Buropeans seem to be 
immune. 

The Kisii country, fourteen by ten miles in 
area, forms a part of the vast Kisumu prov- 
ince. The country is densely populated by a 
tribe which appears to be an offshoot of the 
Masai race interbred with the Kavirondo 
tribes. They are fierce and practically un- 
civilized. 

In 1905 the government sent an armed 
patrol of 150 King's African Rifles through 
the country. Before that time the Kisii had 
hardly seen'a white man. They attacked 
the patrol in camp one day and charged with 
reckless daring, despite the terrific fire. 
Scores of the natives fell, and the patrol was 
permitted to finish its survey of the country,

Wasflington, D. C.. Dec. 19.—[Special.]— 


The plan to rush to completion the existing” 


irrigation projects. and finance the future 
ones by bond issues is meeting with con- 
siderable opposition im eongress, and it.now 
is considered doubtful that any enabling 
legislation of this character can be obtained 
at this session of congress. Despite the spe- 
cific recommendation of the bond issue by 
President Taft, a constantly increasing num- 
ber of national legislators are manifesting a 
coolness toward the proposition. 

It is estimated that a bond issue of $30,- 
000,000 would enable the government to com- 
plete every one of the score or more of exist- 
ing irrigation projects in record time. Set- 
tlers of the arid lands to be reclaimed by the 
government’s irrigation works are waiting 
for the water to be turned into their farms, 
but the government lacks sufficient funds to 
push the construction as rapidly as is desired. 


Borah Urges Bond Issue. 

Senator Borah of Idaho is the author of 
a bill providing for the issue of $30,000,000 of 
bonds in addition to the regular reclamation 
funds for the completion of these projects. 
Senator Flint of California, also a member 
of the senate irrigation committee, is op- 
posed to the bond issue. He advocates the 
issuance of certificates of indebtedness 
against each. project. The committee is 
about equally divided between these two 
views and the prospect is for a deadlock, from 
which no legislation wilf result. 

Senator Carter, chairman of the committee, 
so far has maintainéd a noncommittfal atti- 
tude, though it is understood that he favors 
a direct. appropriation In preference to a 
bond issue. The attitude of Senator Aldrich, 
whose views practically will determine the 
form of irrigation legislation, also is un- 
known, as he has taken particular pains sas 
conceal his policy on this subject. 


Cannon Is For Certificates. 

There also is formidable opposition to the 
bond issuein the house. Speaker Cannon op- 
poses the bond issue, but looks with some 
favor upon the certificate plan. There is a 
constitutional disinclination in congress to 
authorize the issue of bonds even for the 
most urgent purposes. On the other hand, 
senator Borah and his followers contend that 

the certificates of Indebtedness will be of fluc- 
tuating value and eventually the cause of a 
considerable loss to the government in effect- 
ing their liqhidation. 

In addition the possibility of financing irri- 
gation projects outside of the direct appropri- 
ations has brought forth scores of new 
schemes in different parts of the arid west, 
and congressional] committees are fairly in- 
undated with demands for government aid. 
In the midst of a situation so complicated it 
is considered more than likely that the com- 
mittees will throw up their hands and have 
the projects to be taken care of, so far as is 
possible, by the current appropriations. 


OPPOSE MANN’S PANAMA BILL. 


Minority Members of House Committee 
Think Proposed Plan Subversive 
of Democratic Rule.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—The Mann bill 
for the reorganization of the government of 
the Panama Canal Zone, which wasreported 
favorably by the house committee on inter- 
state and foreign commerce, and was before 
the house during the latter part of last week, 
will meet with opposition In the form of a 
minority report by three Democratic mem- 
bers of the committee. The objecticn to the 
Mann bill is that the placing of the Panama 
government in the hands of a director gen- 
eral with unlimited powers, as is proposed, 
is a subversion of representative govern- 
ment.

of quantities of exchange bills in antici-

Business conditions in this country ap 
pear satisfactory. There is some slow~ 
ing up af the end of the year draws near 
tcgn hand stock taking and adjustments, 
But investors are looking forward ‘to the 
‘largest returns in the form of interest and 
| dividends ever known. Great encourage- 
}ment attends the publication of govern- 
ment reports showing thé prosperity. of 
the United States. Thus the final state- 
ment on the agricultural situation tells 
of 4,719,441,000 bushels of the five prin- 
cipal grains. The yields of wheat, corn, 
and barley are the second largest of 
record. Those of oats, rye, buckwheat, 
rice, and tobacco reach new high marks. 
The valte of the grains is, the. greatest 
ever known, the aggregate being $2,908,- 
822,000, an increase of 6.5 per ‘cent over 
that of 1908. : 

‘The imports of merchandise into thé 
United States in November, according to 
the statistics just published, were the 
largest in the history of the country. 
Their value was $140,892,000, thirteen 


1 and a half millions in excess of those of 


October, ‘thirty-six and a half millions 
greater than those of November, 1908, 
and showing well in comparison with 
those of December, 1906,- $134,349,000, 
the former maximum.+ The exports of 
merchandise for the month were smaller 
than those of October, but $15,737,000 


larger than any November record except 
that of 1907.

It' is, to be hoped thet the Germans 
have retatned their sense of humor, for 
assorediy the. Hnglish bave long since lost,

No more striking Mlustration of the condition of affairs

Wounded and invalided to the hospital at Scutari, he 
was nursed back to health and strength by Miss Theresa 
Longworth, one of the most charming assistants of 
Florence Nightingale, and daughter of a Manchester 
merchant. It was only natural that the captain should 
fall tn love with his beautiful nurse. After the war 
was over they met in Ireland, and one afternoon they 
quietly went to Killowen, where in the picturesque and 
ancient little chapel, qne of the features of that spot, 
they were married according to the rites of the Roman 
Catholic church by Father Moody. Subsequently they 
lived at Edinburgh, where Yelverton, by this time a 
major,. read aloud the marriage service of the 
church of, England, with a view of further consolidat- 
ing the union. He introduced her everywhere in the 
Scottish capital as his wife, but subsequently deserted 
her in France and married¢a rich widow, Mrs. Bdward 
Forbes, daughter of Gen. Str Charles Atworth. 

Miss Longworth, or the Hon. Mrs. Yelverton, as she 
styled. herself, thereupon brought suit in the London 
courts for the restitution of her conjugal rights, Charles 
Russell, afterward Lord Chief Justice Russell, figur- 
ing as one of her counsel and being especially inter- 
ested in the case. The petition was denied, on the plea 
that Maj. Yelverton was an Irishman and that the Lon- 
don court had no jurisdiction in the matter. Thereupon 
another action was brought in the Court of Common 
Pleas at Dublin, where Yelverton denied that either the 
ceremony at Killowen or his union at Edinburgh had 
been of a valid character, adding, cynically, that he 
had never had the slightest intention of making Mies 
Longworth his wife. The Dublin jury, however, found 
that there had been a legal marriage in Ireland and a 
common law marriage in Scotland,-and gave a verdict tn 
favor of Mrs. Yelverton, | : _ 

The major, thereupon carried the case on appeal .to 
the house of lords, There, both thé lord high chancellor 
of the day and the great Lord Brobgham, gave it as 
their: opinion that there had been a common law mar- 
riage in Sootiand, though the Irish mapriage was ille- 
gal, on the plea that by an old ‘act of pariiament 
a marriage between a Roman Catholic and a Protestant 
in Ireland, if celebrated by a Catholic priest, was null 
and void, and that Yelverton's marriage to the widowed 
Mrs. Forbes was of a bigamous character, 

But the majority of the law lords decided against the 
ex-nurse, who therefore became once more Miss Long- 
worth, while the marriage of the major with Mrs. 
Forbés was décreed to be Valid. Maj. Yelverton was 
dropped from the army at the personal instance of the 
late queen, whose sympathies had been excited in “he- 
half of Miss Longworth. He shortly afterwara suc. 
ceeded to his father’s honors, as fourth Lord Avor- 
nore, spent the rest of his life abroad, dying at Biar- 
eitg on the same day that Miss Longwérth died at Piet.

IMPORTS SHOW BIG GAIN. 
Coffee Largest Item of Importa- 
tion from Southern Repub- 
lies, Brazil Leading. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—Trade between 
South America and the United States in 1909 
will exceed ail previous records, with a total 
of nearly $260,000,000, against $233,000,000 In 
1907, and $129,000,000 in 1899. Of this total 
of ' $260,000,000, $175,000,000 is the estimated 
total of imports from and $83,000,000 that of 
exports to South America. 

Imports from South America in the calen- 
dar year 1900 show an increase of nearty 40 
per cent over those of last year, and thie full 
year’s record will probably exceed by $25,- 
000,000 that of 1906, until now the banner year 
in our rts from South America. In the 
ten nthe for which detailed information 
hae reached the bureau of statistics of the 
department of commerce and labor imports 
from South America aggregated $148,000,000, 
compared with $101,000,000 in a like period of 
a $126,000,000 in 1907, and $111,000,006 In 


Brazil Stands First. 


The South American countries participat- 
ing most largely in the import trade of the 
United States, stated in the order of importa- 
tlons in ten months of the present year, are: 
Brazil), Argentina, Chile, Venezuela, Colom- 
bia, Peru, Uruguay, Ecuador, Dutch Guiana, 
British Guiana, French Guiana, Paraguay, 
and Bolivia. From Bolivia our nominal im- 
ports are practically nil by reason of its in- 
land location. In the ten months ending 
with October of the years named, imports 
from Brazil increased from $58,500,000 in 
1908 to $82,000,000 in 1900; Argentina, from 
$10,333,000 to $22,500,000; Chile, from $10,500,-

P. Warman,” whose address is given “ Post- 
office Box No 13,:Copenhagen.” 

It announces that the “Great State and 
Colonial Lottery” is authorized by the Ger- 
man government, and guaranteed by “ the 
whole property of the state.’’ 

Offers 5,175,000 Francs. ~ 

Tn a short time, it is announced, 5,175,000 
francs in gold are to be distributed among 
the lucky ticket holders. The grand prize 
is said to be 1,000,000 francs. 

“This scheme is a new one to me,” said 
Inspector Stuatt yesterday. ‘‘ From the lit- 
erature one would suppose that is does busi- 
ness in the United States and on the face of it 
it does the business directly, without agents.

RED CROSS STAMP BOOTHS 
OPENED IN EXPRESS OFFICES. 


Chicago Tuberculosis Institute in New 
Move to Increase Sales and Reach 
Goal of 3,000,000. 


Dr. Crane Calls Babies Real ‘De- 
fenders of the Faith’; 
Cure for Worry.’ 


A redistriting of Chicago along new ward | 
lines, to taze from vicious centers their po- 
litical power, was suggested by the Rev. 
Melbourne P. Boynton, preaching last even- 
ing in the Lexington Avenue Baptist church. 
His subject was ‘‘ Redeem the First Ward.”’ 
He said: 

“Decent Chicago is rejoicing that at last 
the infamous First ward ball is a thing of the 
past. But this so-called ball is but one ot 
the fruits of the bad trees of the First ward. 

“The First ward has become a great men- 
ace to honest government in this city. The 
vote is so close in the entire city as to make 
a few hundreds of illegal votes of the First 
ward the balance of power. This’explains 
how the ‘Bathhouse’ and ‘ Hinky Dink ' 
continue to hold power and exert such an in- 
fluence in the city hall. 


Greatest Problems in River Wards. 

** While every ward presents its own prob- 
lems yet the river wafds are a greater prob- 
lem in good government than the wards 
farther out. 

“To redeeth these river wards, and es- 
pecially the First, it would be well to makea 
number of narrow wards running west far 
enough to take in a large portion of the bet- 
ter classes of our population so thatin noone 
ward would the bad <element predominate. 
By thus diluting the bad by the good we would 
wipe out certain evils that now seem go 
colossal. We would make impossible the 
election of a certain kind of alderman which, 
for so long a time, has had such. influence in 
our civic life. We could materially lessen 
the power of the saloons and put an end to 
the infamous policy of segregation of vice. 

“ Supposing we were to take the following 
wards—First, Second, Fourth, Ninth, Tenth, 
Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, 
Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth, and 
Twentieth—and run them from the lakefront 
to Fortieth avenue on the west we would 
then have thirteen narrow wards that would 
go mix our people of those sections of the 
city as to have solved many teasing prob- 
lems. We would have redeemed the First 
ward.”’ 


Additional booths for the sale of the Red 
Cross Christmas stamps will be opened today 
by nurses under the direction of the Chicago 
Tuberculosis institute at the American ex- 
press office, the United States express office, 
and the Wells-Fargo express office. There 
are now ten booths in operation, including 
those in the express offices, in the post- 
offices, and In the board of trade. 

The sale of Red Cross stamps is going on 
famously, and yet the workers will have to 
achieve still more success if the goal of 
3,000,000 stamps sold in all of Illinois, in- 
clusive of Chicago, is to be reached. 

There are now more than 2,000,000 stamps 
in the market in all the state, and of this 
total close to three-quarters of a million have 
been distributed outside of Chicago. The 
20,000 stamps taken for distribution in Joliet 
by the Jolly Dozen club, the nurses of the 
Silver Cross hospital, and Dr. Marian K 
Bowles, in charge of the campaign there, have 
been nearly all solid. Jacksonville having 
taken 20,000 originally and sold 10,000 out- 
right, has sent in for another 10,000. The 
Helpere’ Circle of King’s Daughters in Rock 
Island are disposing of 30,000. In Moline the 
King’s Daughters’ union has taken 10,000 
more. 

Evansten has sent for another 30,000, and 
Waukegan for an additional 25,000, while 
Dr. Stephen C. Glidden, president of the Ver- 
milion County Medical society, who under- 
took at first to sell onby 2,500, has sent for 
10,000 more, and reports that most of these 
are gone. 

The campaign is now nearing a close, and 
the final blows are the ones which will mean 
the most In determining the extent of the 
force which can be put into the field against 
tubérculosis during the coming year.

DEMONSTRATOR OF STOVAINE 
IS DUE IN CHICAGO TODAY. 


The magnificent new Holy Cross church, at 
Sixty-fifth street and Jackson avenue, has 
been completed and it was announced yester- 
day that on Christmas day the first services 
will be held—the celebration of 5 o'clock 
mass.
